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DUELS AND THE CODE. 


Some Noted and Comical, Yet 
Honorable Fights. 


FOUR GREAT AMERICAN DUELS 


Hamilton and Burr—Gen, Jack- 
son and Dickinson. 


From the Cincinnati Enquirer. 

The recent due] between General Boulanger 
and President Floquet calls tomind many 
Similar incidents where insults have been 
avenged on the field of honor. 

The French have from early times been the 
most zealous promoters of the code. 

In fact, Francis I. declared that any French- 
man who would be called a liar and then not 
fight, was a base-born churl, a precept that 
President Floquet appears to have not only 
borne in mind, but carried out to the letter. 

Duels were not known to the Greeks and 
Romans, but originated in the middle eges, 
when devotion to women, chivalry and knight- 
errantry were the customs ofthetimes. In 
the middle ages, when there was scarcely a 
vestige left of the glories of art, science and 
polite accomplishments, when there scattered 
ruins and the traditions of them alone re- 
mained, then the duel was born. Swarms of 
barbarians overran the great empires, and 
the right of the sword was the only one recog- 
‘nized. The deity was supposed to be propi- 
tiated by deeds of blood. Tribes and individwals 
avenged the wrongs offered to them, and the 
ordeal was considered as the only way to set- 
tle a dispute or difference of any kind. Some- 
body calls “‘duclling the triumph of fashion,” 
and, in truth, all the fashionables of the six- 
teenth and seventeenth centuries upheld the 
practice. 

FEROCIOUS. DUELS. 

In the sixteenth century duels, like the age, 
were bloodthirsty and ferocious. Everybody 
wore a sword, and fought at the drop of a hat. 
Lives were a romance of war, love and con-, 
spiracies. The dueling blade was heavy, flat 
straight, double-edged, pointed, and about 
three feet in length. The combatants handle- 
edit with one hand ortwo. Cut and thrust 
were equally permissible, but the thrust was 
made at the face and not at the breast. 

General Boulanger called Floquet <a liar, 
and they fought. This was a serious charge 
with serious results, but men have often 
fought for the most trivial causes. There isa 
story of an Irishman who calied a man out for 
doubting that he had seen anchovies grow on 
trees, and when his: cpponent lay wounded on 
the ground repentantly owned that Lit was ca- 

ers, not anchovies, that he meant. One of 
Leute XVIII.’s body-guard fought three times 
in one day, first with a gentleman who had 
given offense by looking cross at him; second 
with a stranger who looked hard at him, and 
third with aman who passed by and didn’t 
look at him at all. 

PRESIDENT LINCOLN 

was once challenged by General Shields to 
fight a duel on account of a letter written ina 
newspaper reflecting on the general, which 
Lincoln claimed to have written so as to save 
the real author from the consequences. The 
latter having the choice of weapons elected to 
fight with the broadsword, not that he was 
skilled in its use, bat having such a tremen- 
dous length of arm, combined with great mus- 
cular power, that he caleulated upon being 
able to chop his adversary’s head off before he 
could give him a scientific thrust. Lincoln 
was the first on the field, and when Shields 
arrived was hard at work with a hatchet clean- 
ing away the bushes. 

it was decided to sink a plank perpendicu- 
larly in the ground, leavingsfour feet of it pro- 
truding from the earth. The combatants to 
fight up to, but not beyond, it. Shiclds exam- 
ined the swords, then looked doubtingly at 
Lincoln’s arm. Colonel Hardin, Lincoln’s 
second, saw the look, and urged the combat- 
ants not to make fools of themselves, and, like 
wise men, they concluded they would not, and 
played a game of “told sledge’ to decide who 
should pay the expenses of the trip, a pleasure 
that fell to Shields. 

QUEER WEAPONS, 

There have been many quecr weapons select- 
ed by duelists. A Missouri backwoodsman in- 
sisted on a combat with raw hides, limiting the 
time to half an hour’s duration. An old whal- 
ing captain said he would fight with harpoons 
or not at all, a proposilion that his opponent 
declined. A French journalist, more fond of 
fan than fight, accepted a challenge, saying: 
“Of course [ claim the choice of weapon. You 
want so kill me. I will do my best to kill you. 
Good. Ihavein my heuse twenty loaves of 
siege-bread, which 1 have kept for souvenirs. 
We will sit down and eat against each other. 
One of us is sure to die.”’ The challenger, who 
knew what siege bread was, declined to run 
the risk. General Isaac Putnam, of revolu- 
tionary fame, was challenged to _ fight 
a duel by a young oliicer, and proposed that 
each should sit on a-powder keg with a lighted 
fuse in the bung. As he would hear of no 
other terms, the general had kis way. At the 
appointed time the belligerents took their seats 
astride the kegs, and the fuse was lighted. 
The veteran watched the progress of the burn- 
ing fuse with unmoved countenance, bnt his 
opponent was not socoo}. Ile took intense 
interest in the fast-lessening match, and when 
it got suggestively near to the bung-hole, deem- 
ing discretion the better partof valor, he 
jumped off and ran for the woods, when old 
General Putnam yelled out, ‘‘Hold on, man, 
it’s only onion seed!”’ 

When Egan and Curran met to deeide their 
quarrel with the pistol’s aid, the former com- 
plained that he night as well fire ata razor’s 
edge as his adversary’s thin body, while he 
offered asfair a mark asa turfstack; where- 
upon his ready witted foedeciared that he had 
no desire to take an unduc advantage, and was 
willing to let his size be chalked out on Mr. 
Evan’s side, and agree that cvery shot outside 
the mark shon!d go fornothing. 

NOTED AMERICAN DUELS. 

The four most noted fatal duels ever fought 
in the United States were those between 
Alexander Hamilton and Aaron fHurr 
at Weehnwken, N. J., July 11, 1804: Stevhen 
Decatur and James Barron at Bladensburg, 
Md.. March |22, 1820; Jonathan Cilloy and 

Villiam I. Graves, near the boundary line of 
Maryland and the District of Columbia, KFeb- 
ruary 24, 1820, and Hon. David Broderick and 
Judge David 8. Terry, near the Laguna de la 
Me: ced, about twelve miles from San Francis- 
co, Septewber 13, 1859. 

All of the challenged parties in those duels 
were mortally wounded or killed. None of 
the others were injured except Barron, who, 
though dangerously wounded. survived. The 
weapons used in three of these duels were 
pistols, while Messrs. CiHey and graves fought 
with ritles. Tlamilton was a geueral in the 
army, aud Burr was vice president of the 
United States. Decatur and Barron were post 
captains in the navy. Cilley and Graves were 
members of congress from Maine and Ken- 
tucky: Broderick was United States senator 
from California, aud Terry ex-chief justice of 
the supreme court of the same state. 

®MAYNE REID'S DUPRL. 

Captain Mayne Reid, the wellknown novel- 
ist and boy story-writer, onee fought a duel. 
During the Mexican war, aftcr the American 
army had entered the City of Mexico, the 
young officers had littie to do except shine 
their boots. dress wel! and call wpon the senor- 
itas. Among the Kentucky troops was Mayne 
Reid. One day heewas shining his boots, and 
at the same titgp repeating the lines: 

“At mi dnight in his guarded tent 
The Turk lay dreaming of the hour 
When Greece, her knee in suppliance bent, 
Should trembie at his power.”’ 
When Ed C. Marshall, afterward attorney 
general for California, put in with ‘‘Grease 
her knee; Reid?” ‘* Now, why did she grease 
her knee?” ‘ That’s the question that agi- 
tates the whole continent.’’ Keid looked at 
him with a glance of withering contempt, and 
made the laconic remark: ‘‘ You are a fool.”’ 
A duel followed, and Marshall lost a finger 
and got the worst of it all around. 
PREACHERS’ DUELS. 

It may seem strange that men of the cloth 
would fight duels, but so late as 1799 Rey. 
Henry Bate, an Episcopal clergyman, had 
fought and killed three men in duels. He died 
in 1824, holding a high position in Ely Cathe- 
dral, England. He wasa dead shot, but was 
winged at last by Captain Stoney Robinson, 
who was dangerously wounded by the uncieri- 
cal parson, a@lady having been the cause of 


the trouble. 1n 1815 Rev. Mr. Bate, who had 
taken the name of Dudley, was made a baro- 
net. Two of his duels arose from quarrels 
about actresses, and a third from some articles 
he had written besmirching the reputation of 
the countess of Strathmore. 

In 1782 an Episcopal minister, named Rev. 
Bennett Allen, challenged and killed a Mary- 
lander named Lloyd Delany. The duel took 
place at Hyde park, London, shortly before 
midnight, and was fought with pistols at eight 
paces. Delany fell to the ground, rose like a 
flash, and tottering backward, fell into the 
arms of his second mortally wounded. The 
difficulty was caused by the publication of 
anonymous articles ina London paper reflect- 
ing upon’Delany and other American loyalists, 
and a subsequent publication where the writer 
was called a scoundrel and coward. The 
most interesting Christian fighter, however, 
was Rev. Dr. Blackbarn, who, in the 
early part of his life, was a buecaneer in 
the West Indies. During one of their cruises 
the first licutenant had a difficulty with the 
parson, and said that if it was not for his gown 
he would treat him in a different manner. 
Oh,” said the parson, ‘‘that need be no hin- 
derance,”’ and stripping off the garment, 
added: *“‘NowlIam your man.” At this it 
was agreed that they should fight on a smail 
island where the ship lay, and that the one 
who fell should be rolled into the sea by the 
survivor, so that it might seem that while 
walking on the cliff he had’ stumbled and 
fallenin. The lieutenant fell, to all appear- 
ances, a3 if shot. Blackburn at once rolled 
the prostrate man down the cliff, but just as 
they reached the last shelf of the declivity the 
lieutenant recovered sufficiently to cry out: 
“For God sake, Blackburn, hold out your 
hand!’’ 

‘‘Aha,’’ said Blackburn, ‘‘you called just in 
time, for in another moment you would have 
been in the sea.’’ 

in the United States there have not been 
any dueling parsons, yet a great many preach- 
ers who carried pistols and were excellent 
shots. There was a gifted clergyman who 
died at Elkhart, Ind., in 1879, a@ native of 
iKXKentucky, who, for a long -time, preached at 
the Church of St. Athanasius, at Los Angeles, 
in 1868, who could whip outa six-shooter and 
knock the spots out of the six of diamonds at 
twenty paces, or ring the bell at a shooting 
gallery with a rifle twenty times in succession. 

WOMEN DUELISTS. 

As a general thing, women have been as 
opposed to dueling as preachers; yet, still there 
are some noteworthy exceptions. Lola Mon- 
tez was handy with the pistol and rapier. 
Once she challenged a journalist of Iron 
Valley, Cal., to meet her with pistols accord- 
ing to prevailing rules. and upon his refusal 
to do so threatencd hi with a cowhide 
on a public street. In 1845 she was a 
witness in the trial of M. Bonvalon for kilHing 
M. Dujarier, at Paris, and inher testimony 
swore: ‘‘I was a better shot than Dnujarier 
and if’ Bonvalon only wanted satisfaction, t 
would have fought him myself.’ -Dujarier 
was the friend of Lola Montez, and in his 
will, written a few days before his death, he 
bequeathed the afterward Conntess of Lans- 
feldt 100,000f, or $20,009. 

A Buffalo, N. Y¥., paper of August, 1853, 
givesan account of the arrest of Catherine 
Harley and Ien Hall, who had met on the toll 
bridge, on Ohio street, in the presence of a 
vast assemblage, to tight a duel with Allen 
revolvers. 

Lady de Neslo and the Countess de Polignac 
once fonght.a duel in the Gardens of Ver- 
sailles, France. The ladies had engaged in a 
most disgraceful quarrel two evening before at 
a grand fete, over which the Duke de Riche- 
lieu presided. Lady de Nesle lost all control 
of herself, and, springing like a tigress upon 
her rival, attempted to take her diamond 
necklace from her. Failing in this, she 
snatched the blushing roses from their nest in 
her snow-white bosom and flung them in the 
face of her rival. The countess of Polignac 
now took a hand in the fray and attacked 
Lady de Nesle. Jiair, diamonds and jewels 
wére strewn upon the floor, and the enraged 
amazons were finally separated by Mareuis de 
Malbussion and Mlle. Nathaite de Condacent. 
Out of this quarrel grew the duel, the countess 
of Polignac being the challenging party. The 
ladies met at 6o’clock in July, I721, and fired 
one shot at each other withouteffett. The 
seconds rushed in to preventéurther hostilities, 
but the fair demons would not have it, but, 
calling for fresh pistols, blazed away, this time 
with satisfactory effect, for the marchioness 
fell dangerously wounded by a bulletin the 
left side, while the countess was just touched 
by a buliet in the left ear. 

A duel took piace in Paris January 31, 1772, 
between Mile. de Guignes and Mile. d’ Aguil- 
lon, two ladies of quality, who lad guarreled 
about precedency at a soiree, and retired toa 
garden adjacent to the seene of the disturbance 
aud fought with knives until both were wound- 
ed, the former in the arm and the latter in the 
neck, 

It is said Ml'e. Moussin, the French prima- 
donna, after killing three men im duels in the 
woods near Paris by swords, quarreled with 
her fencing master, Serone, and killing him, 
fled to Brussels, where she became the mistress 
of the Elector of Bavaria. 

THE WISES, OF VIBGINIA, 
have always been great duelists. Henry A. 
Wise, the distinguished war governor, fought 
a duel just before the breaking out of the re- 
bellion with. Philip St. George Cook& The 
difference grew outofa canvass to. a seat in 
congress, to which they both aspired. It is 
said that when they reached the field of honor 
Cooke undertook to jockey Wise’s courage by 
saying: ‘‘icall heaven to witness that [am 
guiltiess of this man’s blood.’’ Wise replied: 
“You had better attend to your own blood 
d—n you,’’ and put his bullet in Cooke’s thigh. 

Governor Wise son, O. Jennings Wise, who 
was killed in the rebellion, fouglit a duel with 
Sherrard Clemens, who was a member of con- 
gress from Wheeling in 1861, and afterward a 
lawyer in St. Louis. When the a be- 
tween Clemens and Jennings Wise first Brose, 
Ciemens announced his purpose of not fight- 
ing. He was engaged at that time to a young 
lady, whom he afterward married. She heard 
of és intention to refuse a combat with Wise, 
and sent him word that unless he fought- he 
should never marry her. He did fight, and 
W ise’s shot lamed him for life. 

GENERAL JACKSON’S DUEL. 

General Jackson’s marriage was the cause 
of a good deal of trouble, both to himself and 
the country. His wife was the cause of both 
his duels with Governor Sevier in 1803, and 
the cause of his duel with Charles Dickinson 
afterward. Dickinson was a lawyer and 
trader, patron of the turf, who ran horses 
and bethis money on them. He was bright, 
enterprising and popular, and reported to be 
the best pistol shot in Tennessee. He“had for 
some reason conceived a dislike to General 
Jackson, and when drinking made remarks 
about him. The general knew this, but the 
difference in their ages—Dickinson was only 
25, while Jackson was nearly 40—forbade him 
giving it any attention until the former 
spoke disparagingly of Mrs. Jackson. When 
informed of this the general called’ upon him 
and demanded an apology. He denied having 
said anything; said le must have been in his 
cups, and apoligized. The matter there drop- 
ped. Afterward trouble arose about a horse 
race, in which oneof Jackson’s horses ran, 
and a correspondence ensued in whieh General 
Jackson called Dickinson a coward and a pel- 
troon. A challenge was sent, and May 30th, 
1806, the parties metat Hlarrison’s mills, in 
Logan county, Kentucky, pistols the weapons, 
distance twenty-four feet. At the word, 
given by General Overton, Dickinson fired 
instantly. A puff of dust flew from the breast 
of Jackson’s coat, just where Dickinson 
boasted he would hithim. The muscles of 
his face contracted. He placed his left 
arm firmly across his breast, steadied him- 
self, aud tock dcliberate aim, Dickinson, as- 
tounded at his failure, stepped back from the 

eg, when Overton called to him to resume 
ris position, which he did, ‘presenting his 
side to his adversary and ayeriing his eyes. 
Jackson pulled the trigger of his pistol; it 
stopped at half-cock. He coolly recocked 
it, carefully aimed and fired. Dickinson 
reeled and fell. 
above the right hip and passed clear through 
his body. When assured by his surgeon that 
the wound was mortal he insisted upen an 
other fire. “General Jackson must go with 
me,” he said excitedly. He was carried to a 


neighboring house, where he died at four , 
| o’clock the next morning in great suffering. 
| Jackson 


and his friends remounted their 
horses and rode to the tavern. When Jackson 
took off his clothes it was discoyered that he 
was wounded, having two ribs broken. Though 
Jackson lived to be seventy-eight years of age, 
Dickinson’s bullet gave him considerable 
trouble, causing frequent hemorrhages of tho 


lungs. The press of the country was especially | 


severe upon General Jackson, and one editor 
ut his paper in mourning. From his sick-bed 
ackson defended his conduct, and the matter 
continued to be the source of newspaper com- 
ment for over & year.

There is no branch of business, there is no 
line of manufacture, in fact nothing of a busi- 
ness-nature in Atlanta that will not be greatly 
and permanently benefited by this road. 

There is no section in the south that is richer 
than that through which the Atlanta and 
Florida is building. and no road that has been 
constructed in Georgia within the past decade 
has had brighter prospects for business and 
prosperity. Passing through one of the finest 
sections Of middle Georgia, it reaches some 
of the best towns in the state; towns that 
have never had railroad communication, to 
which the Atlanta and Florida will afford the 
first and only rail facilities for trade and 
travel.

WHAT IT WILL Do. 

The Atlanta and Florida will bring to this 
city not less than 25,000 bales of cotton per 
year, nota bale of which would come here 
were it not for the building of this road, and 
the trade that will be built up in return will 
be large and permanent.

Hiistory of the Road. 


In the early part of 1886 Colonel John N. 
Dunn, together with several enterprising At- 
lantians who had conceived the possibilities of 
opening up the rich section of Geogia, that is 
now being penctrated byjtheAtlanta and Flori- 
da, organized the Atlanta and Hawkinsville 

ailroad company and applied to Governor 
enry McDaniel for a charter. 

There was a demand for this road—not only 
because it would eventually give Atlanta an 
independent outlet to the sea, but on account 
of the fact that the trade of a fertile and pros- 
perous section was being diverted from its 
natural market at Atlanta. The present con- 
dition and prospects of the Atlanta and Flor- 
ida, and the fact that the trade the road was 
built to secure is coming here, shows how 
wisely the originators of the road have planned 
and executed. 

The incorporators of the Atlanta and Hawk- 
insville railroad were John N. Dunn, Aaron 
Haas. Thomas L:; Langston, James R. Wylie, 
8. B. Hoyt, FE. W. Marsh, W. P. Inman, of 
Atlanta; and L. F. Blalock, of Fayetteville, 
Ga; J. M. Head, of Zebulon, Ga.; W. R. 
Davis, of Culloden, Ga.; H. C. Harris; of Fort 

alley, Ga.; W. M. Gordon, of Perry, Ga, ; 
and P. C. Clegg, of Hawkinsville, Ga. The 
charter was granted in July, 1886, and on the 
10th of August the incorporators held their 
first meeting in Atlanta, and elected the 
following officers who were to serve without 
salary until otherwise ordered by the board of 
directors: John N. Dunn, president; Aaron 
Haas, vice president; R. J. Lowry, treasurer ;

This route with but few 
changes was adopted on the final survey and 
preparations for the building of the road were 
actively begun. 

The residents of the counties through which 
the road proposed building becan to iake an 
active intciest in its construction, and censid- 
erable stock was sulscribed by them. The 
right of way was secnred without any difti- 
culty, andon the 2°¢ of November, 1°86, a 
contract was madc with the Chattahoochee 
Brick company fer the construction of the first 
section of the road. This cOmpany built 
thirty-four miles of the Atlanta and Hawkins- 
Ville, and were then released from further 
work under their contract. 

On December eth, 1885, the president called 
another’meeting of thé directdrs to consider 
the advisability of mortzavifig thf property of 

ne road to secure funds for the building and 


nr be 
eqnipment ofthe read. The total number of 


shares subscribed to the capital stock of the 


road-at_ the time of this meeting was 8,558, 
and there were 5,422 voted in favor of execut- 
ing a mortgage for the purpese of carrying on 
the construction of the road, i. 

The first shovel of ‘dirt was thrown on the 
Atlanta and Hawkinsville early in Jan- 
uary, 1857, but owing to financial 
ditheulties and the slowness with which the 
subscriptions came in the actual work of con- 
struction did not begin tilllater in the vear. 

On January 14, 1857, ata called meeting of 
the directors of the road the chief engineer 
made a detailed report of his work up to date, 
and a resolution was adopted making the road 
of standard gauge and other details as to the 
construction were settled. 

It was about this time that the Atlanta and 
Hawkinsville saw its darkest days -through 
financial complications and and lack of money 
for active work, but the pluck. an 
energy of the men who have gone down into 
their pockets for the money to build it knew 
no such word as fail, and they stood by it 
through the adversity of the early days of 1887. 

It was he month of April that the Georgia 
Iinprovei nt company of Atlanta began to 
negotiate for the building of the road, and 
from that time to the present date the Atlania 
and Hawkinsville has been an assured suc- 
cess.

_ The Georgia Improvement company entered 
Into an agreement with thie road, which is 
printed in full. It is as follows: 

THE AGREEMENT. 

This agreement entered into this the 15th 
day of April, 1887, between the Atlantaand Haw- 
kiusville Railroad company, a corporation of the 
state of Georgia, of the first part, and the Georgia 
Improvement company, likewise a eorporation of 
the state of Georgia, incorporated by order of the 
superior cou:t of Fulton county, of the second part, 
witnesseth 

That the said Atlanta and Hawkinsville Railroad 
company has this day agreed with the Georgia Im- 
provement company for the building and cousiruct- 
ing ofits line of raifway from Atlanta, Ga., by the 
way of Fort Valley, Ga., to such points within ‘the 
limits of the charter of the party of the first part; as 
may be hereafter agreed upon, upon the following 
terms, to-wit: : ' 

1. The Georgia Improvement- company binds it- 
self to construct and build in a gcod and substantial 
order a railroad of substantial gauge, and of a grade 
not to exceed sixty-six feet per mile for said Atlanta 
and Hawkinsville Railroad company from present 
terminal point near Atlanta, Ga, by the way of 
Fort Valley, Ga., tosuch point or points within the 
limits of the charter ofthe said Atlanta and Haw- 
kinsville Railrcad company as may be hereafter 
agreed upon, including &ll grading, trestling, bridg- 
ing, masonry and such water tanks, platforms and 
derois as shall be deemed necessary by the chief 
cnginecr of said railroad company, and all other 
necessary structures which may te require to 
make said read a first-class railro¢d, finished and 
su licient for opcratio. s, and to equip said railroad 
with the engines and rolling stock to an amount 
not to exceed two hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
larsypermile. The road-bed to be at least fourteen 
feet wide in excavation and twelve feet wide on 
embankments, and properly surfaced, ditched and 
drained. The rails to be laid down on said road to 
be of good quality of steel T rails, weighing fifty-six 

wounds per yard, and connected with fish joints, 
including all such sidings, tuarn-outs, COW-LADS, 
switches, ete,, at such points as may be designated 
bv the chief envineer of sa! railroad Courpanhy; 
provided, however, thatsaid raiiroad company shai! 
pay for the conetruction of such sidings at the same 
rate and upon the same tcrms as hereinafter pro- 
vided for the construction of the main line of said 
road, All of said work to be done under the direc- 
tion and accorcing to the speeitications and require- 
ments, in all respects, of the chief engineer of said 
railroad company. 

And the said Improvement company further 
agrees and binds itself to complete said road in the 
manner aforesaid to Fort Valley, Georgia, on or be- 
fore the first day of May, 1888; proper allowance in 
time being made for any delay which may arise, 
and for which the said Improvement company is 
not responsible; and further, to complete said road 
in the manner aforesaid from Fort Valiey, Georgia, 
to its southern terminal point within a reasonable 
time thereafter; due allowance being made for the 
condition and needs of the country. 

2. In payment for said road and its construction, 
the Atlanta and Hawkinsville railroad agrees to 
issue and deliver to the Georgia Improvement com- 
pany fifieen thousand dollars ($15,000) per mile of 
its first mortgage gold bonds, to run not more than 
forty years, and to bear interest at the rate of six 
percent perannum, payabie semi-annually, And 
also to issue and to deliver to the said Georgia Im- 
provement company tem thousand dollars ($10,0c0) 
per mile of the capital stock of the said railroad 
company. And, in addition, to deliver to the said 
Georgia Improvement Company all money, notes 
and subscriptions made, or that may hereafter be 
made to the capital stock of the said railroad 
company, provided said Improvement company 
shall pay the salaries of the officers of the said rail- 
road company and pay for all rights of way and all 
expenses incident thereto and allother incidental 
expenses of said railroad company. The bonds 
above mentioned areto be delivered to said Im- 
provement company upon the compietion of every 
tive miles of said road in the amount of fifteen thou- 
sand dollars ($15,000) per mile and the stock of said 
Railroad company above mentioned to be delivered 
to said Improvement company upon the completion 
of every tive miles of said road in the amount often 
thousand dollars (19,0600) per mile and the said In- 
provement company agreesto hold said stock in 
bulk until said railroad is finished to Fort Valley. 
subscriptions to the capital stock of the Raiiroad 
company above mentioned shall include subscrip- 
tions inland and other property, as well as in 
money. The said Improvement company shall have 
the right to purchese and tosell all lands adjacent 
to and near any depot station, the Railroad comna- 
ny first having acquired all lands necessary for the 
purpose of its racks. depots and water-ianks, The 
Improvement company hereby assumes al! contracts 
of the Railroad company now existing, 

3. The Georgia Improvement company agrees to 
p:ovide funds for the payment of the interest on all 
bonds of the Railroad company, issued to said 
Improvement company, until the completion of 
this contract and in consideration thereof the said 
Railroad company agrees toiurn overtosaid Im- 
provement company all thenet earnings of said 
railrvad until said contract is completed as afore- 
said; and there shall be no further issue of bonds 
without the cousentof the Georgia Improvemert 
company, borany stock issued besidesthe stock 
named in this contract, except to bona fide subscrib- 
ers to capital stock. 

4. Itisfurther agreed that all depots shall be 
located by the presidents of the contracting com- 
panies and the chief engineer of the railroad com- 
pany subject to the approval of the board of direc- 
tors of said Improvement company. 

5. It is expressly agreed that all questions that 
may arice in regardto the location of the line of 
ar road betweerl” Atlanta jand Fort Valley, 
Georgia, and between Fort Valley, Georgis, and the 
southern terminal point shall be determined by the 
presidents and the boards of directors of both con: 
tracting companies, and in case these do not agree, 
the question shall be referred to three disinterested 
parties, whose decision shall be final. The said road 
shall be located only to such points as are permitted 
by the existing charter, or to such points as may be 
permitted by amendments of such charter, 

6. It is further agreed that the said railroad 
company will employ such engineers to aid the 
chief engineer as shall be satisfactory to the execu- 
tive committee of the board of directors of the 
Georgia Improvement company, atd at such sala- 
ries as shall be approved by said executive commit- 
tee. 

7. It is further agreed by the parties to this 
contract that as twenty miles of said road is finished 
between the terminal point near atlanta and Fort 
Valley, it shall be turned over to the Atlanta and 
Hawkinsville Railroad company, to be operated by 
that company, and said Georgia Improvement com- 
pany shall be relieved from any furthepexpense of 
construction on said part of road turned Ver, pro- 
vided that all material to be used on the }ine for the 
construction of said road, either to Fort Valley 
or between Fort Valley and the southern terminal 
point or points shall be hauled and delivered 
without any charge for freight to said

To the 
men who have organized that company 
and willcarry out theiragreement to build the 
road, the business men of Atlanta will feel in- 
debted, for there is acommon testimony to the 
importance of the Atlanta and Florida, and 
the fact that the trade it will bring to Atlanta 
would have gone elsewhere, but for the build- 
ing of this road.

Van Winkle & Co. vs. Wilkins etal. Com- 
plaint, from Burk. Contracts. Damages. 
Evidence. Partnership. Waiver. Wit. 
ness. Interest. Before Judge Roney. 
Bleekley, C. J.--1. Failure of machinery to 

be of the class contracted for, and to be com- 

pleted by the time stipulated, aré both matters 
for reducing the contract price in a suit for the 
same, when damages result. 

2. The measure of damage as to the class or 
quality is the difference in value between the 
machinery contracted for and that furnished. 
The measure of damage for delay is the loss 
sustained ; if the loss be on cotton seed, which 
have deteriorated by keeping, the difference in 
value of the seed a8 they were whenthe ma- 
chinery cught to have been ready. and as they 
were when it was actually ready for their man- 
ufacture, is the measure. 

3. Damages which may reasonably be con- 
sidered as in contemplation of the parties 
when the contract was made, are not too re- 
mote. Ifence, damage to cotton: seed pur- 
chased in anticipation of starting an‘ oil mill 
at the time appointed in the contract for ma- 
chinery, may be recovered when such pur- 
chase was foreseen and expected by both 
parties. 

4. Parol evidence is admissible to show that 
the time specified in the written contract for 
the completion of the machinery was regariled 
as essential, and also to show that the pur 
chase of cotton seed in advance in order to 
have the same ready for the manufacture of 
oil by that time, was contemplated. 

5. If a partner is competent to contract for 
the firm at all, hes competent to make time 
of the essence, and bind the partnership to the 
legal incidents of so doing. 

6. A contract to furnish machinery for a 
first-class oil mill is not. to be construed as 
meaning first-class of the particnlar manu- 
facturer making the contract, but-first-clags 
gene } 

7. One who contracts for machinery as first 
class and has made expensive preparations to 
use it, has a right, in receiving it, to rely upon 
its being first-class; and so receiving it is: no 
waiver of defects, nor any bar to urging them 
in reduction of the agreed price. Receiving it 
after the time-stipniated for delivery, i¢ no 
waiver of damages resulting from breach by 
delay. And asale of the mill, or its transfer 
to a corporation created to run it, will neither 
Waive a just deduction from the price of the 
machinery, nor invest the new purchaser-or 
the corporation with any right of action 
against the manufacturer or first seller. 

8. General questions touching the case end 
the various issues involved in it, are not ob- 
jectionable, whether the witness under exam- 
ination in open court be a party to the action 
or not, 

%, The rejection of some competent evidence 
will not necessarily work a new trial. 

10. When the verdict is so much with inter- 
est, the interest is to be compuied from ma- 
turity of the contract deciared on; and if less 
principal is found than the last installment of 
that contract, the maturity of such installment 
is the date from which to compute interest.

Bleckley, B. J.—1. The special plea*setting 
up accord and satisfaction, covenant not to sue 
and estoppel in consequence of the payment of 
an agreed sum of money, was not supported 
bya preponderance of the evidence. 

2. The special plea stricken by the court on 
demurrer was defective in not alleging what 
services were paid for, or how much was paid, 
or to whom the plaintiff stated, or with whom 
he agreed, that “he did not intend to sue;”’ 
and in not disclosing the nature of the defense 
aimed at, whether accord and satisfaction, 
covenant not to sue or estoppel. 

3. Objection to the competency of a wituess, 
if known, must be taken before the witness is 
examined. Code, §3860 A convict of the 
crime of perjury is not now disqualified from 
being a witness. The disqualification laid 
down in section 4466 of the code, was removed 
by the evidence act, codified in seetion 3854, 

4. Where there is no plea that a promise by 
the wrong doer was made and accepted in sat- 
isfaction of the tort, any charge of the court.as 
to rescission for non-performance of the prom- 
ise is irrelevant, the tort being the subject- 
matter of the action. A mere accord, though 
partly performed. or executed, does not extin- 
guish the original right: the part execution 
may be pleaded as satisfaction pro tanto. A 
promise of future performance will amount to 
satisfaction if expressly accepted as such, but 
generally not otherwise. Forsuch a promise 
to be available in bar, it must be pleaded, and 
its acceptance averred. 

5. Evidence sufficient to justify the verdict.

The Boys Who Fought Should 
Meet and Recount Old Times. 


The 2ist of July is a good day for reunions— 
a kind of red letter day among the veterans. 
“He laughs best who laughs last,’’ but still it 
is human nature to think more about victories 
than defeats. It is soldier nature especially, 
and so, as the veterans have to choose some 
day on which they will gather as comrades 
and recall the heroism and the trials of the 
war, the day that isthe anniversary of the 
first great battle and the first great victory is 
the best. And besides, it is about the time 
when the crops are laid by and there is plenty of 
green corn and tomatoes, and spring chickens 
and sheep, meat and ripe fruit. The boys had 
a big time in Newnan, and I wanted to be 


there with the old bloody 7th, and see how 


many were left of the original pannel. They 
aré not bloody now, though they do wave a 
red bandana I wonder» how many survivors 
there are of that great battle; how many 
would draw pensions, if there were any to 
draw. Outof thirty thousand who went into 
that fight, they say there are but three 
thousand left. Somehow or other’ the 
veterans will die, sooner or later, down 
south; maybe if they drew pensions they 
would live longer. A little money coming in 
every month does relieve a man from anxiety 
ani ‘engthens out his days, but still I can’t 
uncerstand why it takes more money to pay 
pensions now than it did ten years ago. 
wonder how many survivors there are of the 
old original Eighth Georgia and Fourth Ala- 
bama that fought side by side in the pine 
thicket. Three companies from Rome were 
in that fight, but there is only a little 
squad left to-gather now. Captain Moore 
told me yesterday that he could countthem on 
his tingers, for there were but seven of the 
Light Guards. Seven of the seventy that 
first left Rome for Virginia. A short table 
would be long enough for their reunion, and a 
small sheep suffice for their meat. The boys 
are forty-five years old now and upwards, 
Most of them are fifty. Those first volunteers 
were the game boys of the south, and they 
went in spurred for the fight and eager for the 
fray. Butthey got enough of it in time. 
They thought it was only a 
quarter stretch but found it a four 
mile heat. Many fell in that battle; many 
more in succeeding battles: many surrendered 
to sickness aud disease, and still more have 
died in the years that have passed since the 
war. Some ofthe dead have children grown 
and grandchildren, and I see widows who are 
widows still. We used to see fathers and 
mothers who grieved longforthe noble boys 
they lost, but we don’t now. Their grief 
is all over, for they are dead, and 
joined their boys in the spirit 
I don’t know’ but one father 
who lost a son at Manassas. There are not five 
in the county of Floyd. There are not ten 
there who lost ason in any battle during the 
war. That generation has passed and the next 
has nearly gone. The boys who fought are few 
and far between, and every year counts the 
number less. The war is over, for the fighters 
are dead, but some folks don’t seem to know it. 
Ifa gray-haired brigadier gets into congress 
and holds up his head and looks hke he feels 
at home, some of our northern brethren imag- 
ine the rebel army sent him and that they 
are aive and kickirg and had just as leave 
fight some moreasnot. Tha is a mistake, 
my friends. There is no rebelarmy. The 
army is dead—all but a few. and they have fit 
enough. They are as harmless and genfle as 
a sucking dove. This is another generation 
that is circulating now. When the few sur- 
viving vets have a reunion their children and 
kinfolks and friends meet with them to make 
the number look respectable. That’s all. 
These outsiders furnish the barbecue and help 
to ert it, and they love to sit around 
the old soldiers and hear them spin yarns and 
tell how they licked em here and got licked 
there, and how they lived on roots and drank 
branch water, and marched all night and 
fought all day, and how coine the empty 
sleeve or the crutch or the missing eye or the 
scarred cheek,and how old Bob Lee looked and 
how old Stonewall! prayed and all about old 
Bob Toombs and old Tige and old Rock and 
the other generals. No, there isn’t a bit 
of harm in them old veterans. Let them 
eat sheep meat and roasting ears if they 


want to. They didn’t have much for four long. 


years and so let them make up for lost time. 
Who are all these people we see everywhere 
we, go and where did they come from? The 
cites are all full and the towns and railroads 
and hotels. They get thicker and thicker and 
but few of them are past middle age—not one 
in ten is over forty-five—most of them are under 
thirty, and they move around lively like the 
whole world belonged to them and 
I reckon it oes. They are 
running the machine. They are the 
lawyers, and doctors, and editors, and teach- 
ers, and preachers, and merchants, and farm- 
ers, and mechanics, the men under forty-five 
arethe live men of any age or generation. 
Old men are pretty good to act as ballast for 
the ship, or as balance-wheels for the engine, 
but thatisall. Their fire and steam are gone. 
They can ruminate and philosophize and give 
counsel, but their grip upon the world is loos- 
ened. I visited Kome the other day, where 
only a few years ago I knew every man 
and woman and child and negro and 
right smart of the dogs and cows but they are 
nearly all strangers to me now. I called on 
Judge Underwood in his oftice and was telling 
him about how strange I felt in my old home 
and how few fac®s were familiar and we dis- 
coursed of the olden times. I sat and listened 
to the words of wit and wisdom that came 
from the lips of my good old friend—the friend 
of near forty vears—iny associate of fourteen 
years, my daily companion, and during all that 
time I felt that I was his pupil not 
only in the law, but in almost every depart 
ment of learning, for he was indeed a treasury 
of knowledge. Foran hour or more we com- 
muned together, and when Judge Simmons, of 
the supreme court, added hiS genial presence 
to our company, their wit and wisdom was 
generously exchanged, and the old judge 
brightened up with a fresher vigor. “TI don't 
know these voung men who have grown up 
around me,’’ he said, ‘‘and it mortifies me that 
do not, for their fathers 
mothers were my friends. 1 
speak to every one of these young men 
and call them by name if I could. There wag 
atime when I knew everybody’s children in 
the community, but memory weakens as age 
comes on. I can’t keep up with the changes 
now. Indeed I have changed myself so much 
of late that some of my old friends don’t know 
me. They don’t recognize me as they pass 
me. The other day I stopped to speak to a 
friend who has known me intimately for 
thirty years, and he tooked so bewildered that 
L had to tell him whol was, and it hurt 
my feelings, I know that I have changed a 
great deal of late, but, gentlemen, I can’t help 
ut. No, Lean’t helpit. Suchaslam I am. 
He was sad for 
a moment, and we pitied him, as his weak eyes 
watered with helpless tears, anda kind smile 
trembled on his face. His sadness was but for 
a moment, for Judge Underwood never marred 
or lessened the genial humor of anv company.

MURDER OF A CHILD. 


A Brutal Criminal Awaiting Justice in 
Valdosta. ‘ 

Vatposta, Ga., July 21.—[Special.]—One 
of the most fiendish criminals ever run to 
earth in Georgia, has just been jailed in Val- 
dosta, and the prospects for a hanging are un- 
usually promising. It seems that several 
weeks ago a little negro girl baby died on the 
Young plantation and was baried. A day or 
two ago the death was brought before the eyes 
of justice, and the dead infant’s grandmother 
swore outa warrant for Isaac Brown, charging 
him with the murder of his wife’s ehild. The 
body was exhumed, inguest and post mortem 
examination held, and it was found that the 
child’s skull was fractured in two places 
and its body badly bruised. Testimony 
was had, showing that Brown had brutally 
beaten the child, and has struck it on the head 
with the heel of his shoe. A verdict of mur- 
der was rendered, and Brown was jailed by 
Deputy Sheriff Varn and H, DeLoach. 

It seems that Brown had left his wife about 
three years ago, and lived in Chattanooga till 
about a yearsince. He returned to find his 
spouse in the embrace of another man. He 
took his wife back, and about seven months 
ago the child was born. It belonged to the 
other man, and as it was helpless before him, 
he wreaked his vengeance upon it by brutal 
violence, which resulted in its death.

‘There is a remarkable story connected with 
that bit of jewelry,” said a gentleman recently 
to an Alta reporter, who was examining with 
some interest a much worn silver bracelet on 
which with difficulty could be traced the letters 
“Nomah,”’ scratched evidently with a knife.

His Bill Passed by the House 
of Representatives 


BY A MAJORITY OF THIRTEEN. 


Mrs. Cleveland’s Birthday Din- 
| ner--Georgia Melon Cut, 


Wasninaton, July 21.— [Special.] —This 
was one of the very remarkable, if not 
‘the most memorable, days in the history of the 
present congress. The long monotony of te 
discussion of the tariff bill was broken, and 
‘the silence about the capitol was similar to the 
more exciting days earlier, during the session. 
sThe news that Mr. Mills would close the great 
tariff debate in a speech of one hour had been 

» ifor days heralded throughout the city, and the 
result was that there were thousands who 
‘fiocked about the building at an unusually 
early hour. 

While the house did not meet until 11 
o’clock standing room in the galieries was at 
@ premium as early as 10 o'clock. Mrs. Cleve- 
land, with her mother, and Mrs. Secretary 
Fairchild, were among the hundreds of ladies 
to witness the closing scenes of the great de- 
bate. Much was expected of Mr. Mills, and 
ft is easy to say that he filled every expecta- 
‘tion of his party friends. It was not the pyro- 
technic speech that many supposed he would 
gnake. It was dignified, sensible and conserva- 
‘tive. He was repeatedly cheered, and at fre- 
quent intervals the more enthusiastic :iei- 
‘pers rose from their seats and yelled in the 

_ good old-fashioned democratic Way. lis 
speech was a strong arraignment of the Oppo- 
‘sition and the methods they had employe! in 
attempting to defeat it. When he predicted 
that the measure would be ratitied by the peo- 
ple, which, in a measure, was _ his grand pero- 
ration, it can be said of Mr. Mills that he 
veally became eloquent, 

Immediately after the conclusion of his 
speech, which was finished at the exact expi- 
ration of the hour granted him, he demanded 
a vote upon the bill. Before the vote was 
taken, however, a Ntter was read from Mr. 
Randall conveying, that on account of illness 
it would be impossible for him to be present, 
and asking to have a pair arranged for him, 
and concluding by saying, that if present, he 
would be compelled to vote against the bill. 
This brought forth a great outburst of applause 
and confusion from the republican side. 

. The calling of the roll then proceedéd. 
When the name#of Bliss, Greenman and Mer- 
riman, of New York, and -‘Sowder, of Pennsyl- 
‘wania, the only democrats voting against the 
bill, were called and voting no, the republican 
‘side again went into great confusion and exul- 
tation, The democrats, however, retaliated 
‘and prolonged their cheering for some min- 
utes, when the republicans, Fitch, of New 
York, Nute Nelson, of Minnesota, Smith, of 
Wisconsin, Anderson, of Iowa, and Brewer, of 
North Carolina, voted for the bill. 

Just before the vote was announced. hy 
Speaker Carlisle everything was as still and 
quiet as a morning in May, but when he gave 
the final announcement that the vote stood itz 
for the bill, to 149 against it, every democrat 
voting for it, as well asthe five republicans, 
trose totheir feet and uttered applause that 
could be heard squares away. Upon the dem- 
‘ocratic side it seemed as if a hundred or more 
red bandana handkerchiefs were being waved 
d4n the air. Those in the galleries likewise par- 
ticipated in the general enthusiasm, and it was 
many minutes before order could be restored. 

After this the ways and means committee 

were extended a kind of an ovation in the rear 
of the seats. Thespeaker pounded the desk 
with his gavel, order was restored, the regular 
order of the day was demanded, and the tariff 
bill with its three months wrangle and contest, 
with its passage of thirteen majority, passed 
into history. The opponents of the bill im- 
mediately began saying and prophesying that 
the number of that (thirteen) majority was an 
omen of bad luck, meaning that itwould not 
be sustained by the people. The democrats, 
however, retaliate by saying that every vote of 
the thirteen represented the original thirteen 
colonies which rebelled against oppression, and 
the burdens of taxation heaped upon their peo- 
ple by Great Britain. 

After the passage of the tariff bill this after- 
moon, there was considerable- talk among 
members about adjournment. There was some 
Salk of an early adjournment, but alarge ma 
jority of the members are of the opinion that 
it will be impossible to adjourn before Septem 
ber, |

“MILLS. IS HAPPY. 


His Bill Passed by the House 


of Representatives 


BY A MAJORITY OF THIRTEEN. 


Mrs. Cleveland’s Birthday Din- 
ner--Georgia Melon Cut, 


Wasninoton, July 21.— [Special.] —This 
was one of the very remarkable, if not 
the most memorable, days in the history of the 
present congress. The long monotony of the 
discussion of the tariff bill was broken, and 
the silence about the capitol was similar to the 
more exciting days earlier, during the session. 
sThe news that Mr. Mills would close the great 
tariff debate in a speech of one hour had been 
for days heralded throughout the city, and the 
resull was that there were thousands who 
fiocked about the building at an unusually 
early hour. 

While the house did not meet until 11 
o’clock standing room in the galieries was at 
a premium as early as 10 0’clock. Mrs. Cleve- 
Jand, with her mother, and Mrs. Secretary 
Fairchild, were among the hundreds of ladies 
to witness the closing scenes of the great de- 
bate. Much was expected of Mr. Mills, and 
ft is easy to say that he filled every expecta- 
tion of his party friends. It was not the pyro- 
technic speech that many supposed he would 
ynake. It was dignified, sensible and conserva- 
tive. He was repeatedly cheered, and at fre- 
quent intervals the more enthusiastic 1icm- 
bers rose from their seats and yelled in the 
good old-fashioned democratic way. lis 
speech was a strong arraignment of the oppo- 
‘sition and the methods they had emptoyed in 
attempting to defeat it. When he predicted 
tliat the measure would be ratitied by the peo- 
ple, which, ina measure, was his grand pero- 
ration, it can be said of Mr. Mills that he 
yeally became eloquent, 

Immediately after the conclusion of his 
speech, which was finished at the exact expi- 
ration of the hour granted him, he demanded 
a vote upon the bill. Before the vote was 
taken, however, a letter was read from Mr. 
Randall conveying, that on account of illness 
it would be impossible for him to be present, 
and asking to have a pair arranged for him, 
and concluding by saying, that if present, lhe 
would be compélled to vote against the bill. 
This brought forth a great outburst of applause 
and confusion from the republican side. 

The calling of the roll then proceeded. 
When the namesof Bliss, Greenman and Mer- 
riman, of New York, and Sowder, of Pennsy}- 
‘wania, the only democrats voting against the 
bill, were called and voting no, the republican 
side again went into great confusion and exul- 
tation, The democrats, however, retaliated 
and prolonged their cheering for some min- 
utes, when the republicans, Fitch, of New 
York, Nute Nelson, of Minnesota, Smith, of 
Wisconsin, Anderson, of Iowa, and Brewer, of 
North Carolina, voted for the bill. 

Just before the vote was announced by 
Speaker Carlisle everything was as still and 
quiet as a morningin May, but when he gave 
the final announcement that the vote stood 162 
for the bill, to 149 against it, every democrat 
voting for it, as well asthe five republicans, 
rose totheir feet and uttered applause that 
could be heard squares away. Upon the dem- 
‘ocratic side it seemed as if a hundred or more 
red bandana handkerchiefs were being waved 
dn the air. Those in the galleries likewise par- 
ticipated in the general enthusiasm, and it was 
‘many minutes before order could be restored. 

After this the ways and means committee 
were extended a kind of an ovation in the rear 
of the seats. Thespeaker pounded the desk 
with his gavel, order was restored, the regular 
order of the day was demanded, and the tariff 
bill with its three months wrangle and contest, 
with its passage of thirteen majority, passed 
into history. The opponents of the bill im- 
mediately began saying and prophesying that 
the number of that (thirteen) majority was an 
omen of bad luck, meaning that itwould not 
be sustained by the people: The democrats, 
however, retaliate by saying that every vote of 
the thirteen represented the original thirteen 
colonies which rebelled against oppression, and 
the burdens of taxation heaped upon their peo- 
ple by Great Britain. 

After the passage of the tariff bill this after- 
noon, there was considerable talk among 
members about adjournment. There was some 
‘alk of an early adjournment, but alarge ma- 
jority of the members are of the opinion that 
it will be impossible to adjourn before Septem- 
ber.

Hemp and 
jute made up $1,700,000 of the free list. 

With all the milk that could be given to this 
baby industry, it had failed to grow. It was 
dying, and must soon disappear. The republ!- 
cans had used the same argument in favor of 
striking down the sugar industry. Opium paid 
$465,009, It had been placed on the free list. 
Cotton ties and bristols (the latter produced in 
Kussia) had also been placed on the free list. 
The food product, currants, that concerned no 
labor in this country, had been placed on the 
free list. Yet the committee had been taunted 
with being free traders. Their opponents 
Said: “If you want anything free, take a 
free drink of whisky.’’ [Applause.] 

The taxes on express companies, on tele- 
phone companies, onall the wealth of the 
country, had been removed, but nove of the 
taxes on labor had been removed. Wool grew 
on sheep. There had been much sympathy 
expressed for sheep; the democratic party 
syinpathized with men. It wanted cheap 
clothing for the people; the republicans want- 
ed duties kept so high that neither woo] nor 
woolens could be broughtin. With a product 
of 400,000,000 pounds, and need for 600,000,000, 
what were we going to do? Thedemocrats pro- 
posed to let in wool free, and let our workmen 
make it upinto clothing. The bill was in- 
tended to benefit the condition and increase 
the wages of the laboring people. [{Applause.] 
The government should not meddle with the 
people; they could take care of themselves. 
They were the most intelligent and best 
people in the world, and could give employ- 
ment to all of the laborers, if congress 
would but let them alone. Why should 
all not have free raw material and have the 
opportunity to contest on equal terins with 
foreign manufacturers? We would have a fair 
field and an open fight. [Applause.] The 
democratic party intended to appeal to the 
virtue and intelligence of the . coun- 
try. Money was. being poured into 
his district in Texas to beat 
him for re-election to the fifty-first congress, 
but he wanted the country to know that the 
people of his district were not for sale, The 
committee had reduced the duty on steel rails 
from $17 to. $11 per ton, and it was charged that 
that was aneffort to destroy the infant industry. 

In conclusion he referred to the suit of 
clothes produced by Mr. McKinley during his 
speech. He said that he had notiing to take 
back. He had inquired into it, and had found 
that that $10 suit had been proteeted to the 
amount of $4.03. He had heard that that 
suit was to be photographed and used in the 
campaign. He wanted to photograph in the 
brain of every voter the fact that that $10 suit 
was protected to the amount of $4.05, 

At the conclusion of Mr. Mills’sspeech,which 
was tumultously applauded, all of the amend- 
ments were agreed to, with the exception of 
that on cotton ties,on which Mr. McKinley 
demanded the yea and nay vote which was 
ordered. It resulted yeas 170, nays 128, and 
the amendment stands as agreed upon in com- 
mittee of the whole. Mr. Gear, of Iowa, a 
republican, voted withthe democrats. Mr. 
Randall was paired with Mr. Hogg, of West 
Virginia. 

When the yeas and nays were then ordered 
on the final passage of the bill, Mr. Sowden, of 
Pennsylvania, obtained recognition, and said 
that his distinguished colleague, Mr. Randall, 
who wos absent from the house by reason of 
severe illness, had sent him a letter which he 
wished to have read at this time. 

The letter was read as follows: 

JuLy 19, 1588.—Hon. W. H, Sowden, House of Rep- 
resentatives: My Dear Sir: Ifthe vote on the Mills 
tariff bill is to be taken Saturday, 21st instant, I fear 
my strength, by reason ofrecent L‘ness, Mill not 
permit my presence in the hou e on that day, and 
ifabsent, 1 want youto secure mea pair with some 
one who tavors that bill, as I wouid, :f present, re- 
cord my vote in opposition toit. Gv:this immedi- 
ate care, as I donot want tobe misunderstood. I 
want it announced and distinctly known, | am op- 
posed to the passage of the bill in question.

‘This is your Waterloo.”’ 

Mr. McMilian’s motion to adjourn till 
Wednesday, was then rejected upon a yeaand 
nay vote, and the house at 2 o’clock took a re- 
cess until 8 o’clock, this evening, the evening 
sesssion to be for the consideration of Indian 
depredation claims. 

The evening session of!the house was de- 
voted to the consideration fof the bill to pro- 
vide for a judicious payment of claims arising 
from Indian depredations. It provides that 
such ciaims shall be adjusted by commissioners 
to be appointed by the president, to be known 
as the court of Indian depredations. The bill 
was passed, and the house, at 10 o'clock, ad- 
jourued. 


IN THE SENATE. 


Freedman’s KBank—The Fisheries 
Treaty—Bridges Authorized. 


WASHINGTON, July 21.—The senate took up 
the senate bill appropriating one million dol- 
lars to reimburse depositors of the Freedmens 
Savings and Trust company for losses incurred 
by the failure of that company. 

Mr. Edmunds moved to strike out the 
words “In whole or in part of African 
descent.’”” He desiredto get rid of the race 
question. 

M. Beck opposed the amendment. The 
words, he said, had been inserted at the re- 
quest of Mr. Trenholm, the commissioner, the 
object being to exclude white depositors, who 
had wrecked the bank, and to confine it 
specially to the poor colored people who had 
been defrauded of their little savings. 

The amendment was rej<«cted 

Mr. Vance called forthe yeas and nays on 
the passage of the bill; but as it was represent- 
ed to him that there was no quorum present, 
he withdrew the call and the bill was passed 
without division. 

House bills for the construction of bridges 
across the Chattahoochee, Flint and Alabama 
rivers, were reported from the committee on 
commerce and placed on thagalendar; and it 
was agreed that all bridge bills would be con- 
sidered after Mr. Teller’s speech on the fishery 
treaty. 

The conference report on the river and har- 
bor bill was received from the house, and was, 
on motion of Mr. Edmunds, ordered to be 
printed. 

The senate then proceeded to the considera- 
tioh of the fisheries treaty in open executive 
session, and Mr. Telleraddressed the senate 
against the treaty. 

At the close of Mr. Teller’s remarks, Mr. 
Dawes obtained tiie floor, and the matter 
went over till Monday. 

The senate then proceeded to the considera- 
t'on of bills authorizing the construction of 
bridges, and passed the following house bills 
with amendments: 

Across the Oconee river, in Laurens county, 
Georgia: across the Teunessee river, at 
Lamb’s ferry, Alabama; across the Ocmulgee 
river, Georgia; across the Black Warrior 
river, at Foster’s ferry, and the Tombigbee,

A conference committee was appointed on 
amendments, which were merely formal, and 
the senate at 5:45 adjourned until Monday.

THE FEVER IN FLORIDA. 


Measures to Prevent an Epidemic—What 
the Surgeon General Says. 
WasHINGTON, July 21.—Surgeon General 


- Hamilton was asked today what action would 


be taken to prevent the spread of fever in 
Florida. He said: 

“The relief measures to be inaugurated by 
the marine hospital bureau will include house 
inspection of infected villages, and guarding 
them for a period of ten days, or until the 
fever shall have entirely disappeared ; and also 
disinfection of all premises where the inmates 
have had fever. Guards will be immediately 
placed to prevent refugees from 
infecting other places. Persons wishing to 
leave infected villages will have to pass the 
usual detention period and have their clothing 
fumigated. There are plenty of tents at 
Tampa which will be used for a refuge deten- 
tion camp, although no fears are entertained 
of an epidemic. The measures now instituted 
should have been commenced last spring, but 
it was only Friday that Governor Perry re- 
quested the department to interfere. 

There are at present sufficient funds, and if 
the house of representatives would only pass 
the quarantine bill, which has passed the sen- 
ate entire, the epidemic fund would be re- 
leased. This bill is the most far-reaching san- 
itary measure ever introduced, and ought to 
be pgssed immediately. It passed the senate 
without dissent, and was unanimously re- 
ported back to the house from the commerce 
committee.

ments at ee and Plant City, and Dr. J. G..,

A CHILD CONVICT 


An Eleven-Year-0ld Boy in 
Kentucky's Prison 


TO SERVE HIS NATURAL LIFE 


For Murdering His Eight-Year- 
Old Sister--Other News. 


FRANKFORT, Ky.,July 18.—The most youth- 
ful white criminal ever confined within the 
penitentiary was brought here yesterday. He 
‘was so childish in appearaffce that the officials 
of the penitentiary, when informed by the 
sheriff of Breathitt county that he had come 
to leave him a prisoner, remarked almost in 
unison: 

‘My God! you’re jesting, are you not? That 
is a baby, and this is no baby farm!” 

The boy’s name is Linville Combs. He was 
11 years old last March, weighs 70 pounds 
and is a little upward of 4 feet in height. He 
murdered a sister 3 years old and was sent up 
for life. Today the little fellow was called 
from his work to tell all he knew of himself, 
and he entered the cell house with his dark 
eyes opened wide in astonishment that any one 
here could have any business with him. He 
was asked hisname and replied: ‘‘Linville 
Combs, of Breathitt county.’’ 

Sitting on a chair twfrling a straw hat in his 
hands, pushing back and forward and with his 
feet barely touching the ground, he looked so 
innocent it was hard to believe he had, but 
three months ago, committed the most atro- 
cious crime of. sororicide. The family live 
about twenty miles from Jackson on a branch 
appropriatly named Troublesome. He said his 
mother’s name was Dee-Hinks Combs, and that 
his father’s name was Barlow Stacey, while 
his mother lived with Samps Collins. In his 
mother’s home there were four children beside 
himself, the youngest being Nannie Belle 
Combs, an infant not quite 3 years of age. 

Said Linville, when asked why he killed 
her: ‘*Well, Samps Collins told me he’d give 
oat eit of boots and suspenders if I'd 

O it. 

Said the querist: ‘‘Tell how you did it.”’ 

‘She was just walking along the floor, and I 
hit her on the head with a skillet. She fell 
over into the fire, but she.was dead already. I 
pulled her out of the fire and threw her into 
the creek.’’ . 

In that artless way he related the horrible 
deed, and said that within a half hour Jennie 
Campbeli, a girl related to him, saw the body 
floating on the water, and that he ran out and 
told her he had killed Nannie Belle himself. 
He then waded into the creek and drew the 
body ashore. It was buried, and all talk about 
it hushed up by the family, excepting on the 
part of the littke boy himself, who was quite 
proud of the deed, as well as ignorant of its 
consequences. In about a month he was ar- 
rested and taken to Jackson, where he frankly 
related the story to the court and jury. Collins 
was arrested and put on trial, but subsequently 
released because there was no proof of his in- 
stigation of the crime, excepting the statement 
of a chiid—an infant. jg, whose oath and 
testimony could not bé” accepted by the court. 
Linville, however, was sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary for life. 

The boy—or baby convict—says he never 
went to school, but attended once or twice a 
Sunday school, 

When asked if he didn’t know he would be 
punished for his crime, he said: 

“What's that?’ 

He was then asked if he didn’t know he did 
wrong in killing his sister and ought to be 
hanged for it. 

He replied: ‘‘No. I iust killed her. Samps 
Collins told me to do it.”’ 

“Did you ever hear about the Lord at Sun- 
day school, Linville ?’’ 

‘‘No, I don’t know nothing ’bout him.”’ 

He is, with all his blind illiteracy, a very in- 
telligent looking, bright eyed child, who, un- 
der a system of mental and moral training, 
would doubtless in the course of years develop 
into a useful citizen, regretting and reprehend- 
ing the crime that makes a life-convict of him. 

An appeal was made in his behalf at the ex- 
ecutive office, but as Governor Buckner was 
absent from the city, and Lieutenant-Govern- 
or Bryan not yet installed and acting in his 
stead, the matter was dropped for the present, 
and the boy regularly entered and domiciled 
within the walls. He was set ahgors caning 
ehairs, and seems as quiet and chéerful as boys 
of his age usually are when compelled against 
their wishes to perfofm labor of any kind. 


BOLD BAD BOWLES. 


He Tells Where the Dynamite was Bought 
With Details. 

Cnicaao, Il., July 21.—The case of Bauer- 
eisen, charged under the state laws of procur- 
ing dynamite for illega] purposes, came up be- 
fore Justice Linos today and all the attorneys 
were present, and so were the informers, I. A. 
Bowles and Alexander Smith. 

Bowles was the first witness and he succeed- 
ed in making a ——— case against the de- 
fendant. Hesaid that aftera secret meeting 
of the brotherhood Bauereisen told him that 
dynamite could be used with good effect, and 
he asked witnessif he could getsome. The 
latter replied in the affirmative. Witness 
then said: ‘‘Bauereisen then gave me $7.50 
with which to purchase it. I then came to 
Chicago, but could not get any here. I then 
went to Logansport, Ind., where I got a pound 
and a half and brought it back to Chicago. I 
brought it to the Grand Pacific and left it in 
room No. 34. Down stairsI.met Bauereisen 
and told him that I had it. He wanted me to 
take it to Aurora, but I would not. He then 
asked me to take it to George Clark, at Gajes- 
bug, and gave me a $10 dollar bill. I took it 
to Clark, and returning to Chicago told Baue- 
reisen I had delivered it, Hlethen asked me 
to get some more. told him Clark 
had used it. He gave me $9 to get 
more and I went to get more dynamite and 
brought it back. I showed it to Hoge.” 

Attorney David was unable to catch his 
breath sutticiently to shout an objection, but 
his wildly wavingarm brought the witness ‘to 
a stand still and he was told not to mind what 
he had shown Hoge. ‘his was the only sensa- 
tional feature of the trial. Smith was then 
recalled and he substantially repeated his 
testimony given before. Commissioner Her- 
ner Bauereisen was held to the criminal court 
under bond of $3,500, which he readily fur- 
nished. 


Was Not on the Train.

THE TENNESSEE CAMPAIGN 


Waverly. 


WAVERLY, Tenn., July 21.—[{Special.]|—Gov- 
ernor Taylor opened the campaign here today. He 

rrived here at nine o’clock this morning, baving 
beeu met at Dickson by a committee headed by 
John M. Driver, editor of the Times-Journal. 
Crowds joined the excursion at every station till the 
train was crowded, When it reached here flags 
were flying, people yelling and music playing, 
When the governor stepped from the car he was 
welcomed in a short speech by Mr. H.C. Carter, 
which was responded to briefly by Governor Taylor 
and Hon. William Daniel, of Clarksville. While the 
crowd cheered the governor was driven to the 
home of his cousin, Mra John Wryly, 
where a short reception was held. At 1 o'clock 
2,000 to 2,500 people were gathered in the grove in 
front of the courthouse, where seats had n ar- 
ranged. Mr. Driver introduced Hon, Wm. Daniel, 
who spoke clearly and forcibly for the democratic 
party, giving a ree of its organization and 
growth, showing itto be co-existent with the na- 
tion. He appealed tothe pedple’s memory of re- 
publican rule in Tennessee during reconstruction 
days, to prevent the recurrence of sucha state of 
affairs. He spoke one hour. 

Governor Taylor was introduced by J. L. Lanier 
as “Our Bob,” and said that he was here to oo 
repentence to democrats who had gone off after 
other gods. When the governor arose he received 
applause. Hesaidin opening that this began the 
most important political campaign of this century. 
He had no bitterness against any man in the demo- 
cratic party, for this is not a contest between Taylor 
and Daniel, but between the two great parties. He 
ridiculed the -cranks, among which he mumbered 
‘anarchists, Mormons and  prohibitionists, He 
then went into ane effective arraignment 
of the republican party in a manner that 
was inteusely enjoyed by the democratic crowd. It 
was full of stories, which called for the wild hurrahs. 
In speaking of his own campaign, he said that he 
had kept in view the good of the commonwealth, 
and no man could face him and attack his admin- 
istration, which had placed the staie in better con- 
dition today than ever in its history.. Much of this 
success, he said, was dueto Pickard, Allen, Thomas 
and House, In his closing appeal ‘he waved his 
bandana, which was responded to byayell. The 
crowd dispersed in fine humor to attack a barbe- 
cued dinner, 


THE MANDEVILLE INQUEST.

‘A SURPRISE IN. BIB 


Excitement Over Card in the 
Papers. 


THINGS SOMEWHAT CHANGED. 


Colonel Huff Considerably 
Scratched by the Voters. 


Macon, Ga., July 21.—[Special.]}—My telee 
gram last night indicated that there would be 


no contest in the nomination today for repre. 


sentatives. Today witnessed unexpected devel 
opments, which came near resulting in a Wa- 
terloo to W. A. Huff, one of the brainest and 
most incisive talkers in Georgia. 

It wil! be remembered that Mr. Huff, in the 
last session of the legislature, made a fierce, 
and many thought; an uncalled for, assault om 
Senator Brown. Mr. Huff is unquestionably 
the most popular man with the masses of the 
people in Bibb. It was thought by everybody 
that he would lead the ticket, but in some 
mysterious way he is at this moment certainly 
at its yery tail, and heis waiting the returns 
from outlying precincts to know if he “gos 
there” at all. 

Mr. Schofield, ‘the workingman’s candl- 
date,’’ published yesterday a card, positively 
withdrawing from the race; but this morning’s 
Telegraph contained a card, signed “Many 
Citizens,“ which caused all the trouble. I8 
insinuated that somebody had tried to injure 
Mr. Schofield’s character as a statesman, and 
expressed the determination of the indignan® 
public to vote for him as Creed Haymond and 
Boutelle did for Blaine, whether he liked it og 
not. This, practically put four candidates im 
the field. Mr. Huff had gone to his suburban 
home, unsuspicious of the danger hanging 
over him; but he is an early riser, and 
when he saw the significant proclama- 
tion of ‘“‘Many Citizens’ at sunrise 
he began toswing his columns into the figh® 
and when the sun went down his last reserve 
was exhausted. It is astonishing the effec® 
‘‘Many citizens’? card had upon the voters. 
They be an to ‘scratch’? Huff and vote for 
Schofield and for other candidates right and 
left. One of the country precincts, which last 
year gave Huff over 100 votes, today gave him 
less than ono dozen. 

The insidious eharge of unfairness to Mr, 
Schofield seemed to obtain widespread belief 
and men voted against Huff who had sustained 
him in his every political battle, and he has 
had as many as Marshal Ney himself, Mr. 
Huff’s friends became seriously alarmed. I6 
looked as though the tide was against him, and 
he began early to develop the authorship of the 
‘“‘ManyCitizens”’ card, He at once suspected Mr, 
Schofield and sent a committee, composed of 
Dr. Damour, Charles Craig, J. J. Dunn, and 
George B. Wells, to interview him. These 
gentlemen saw Mr. Schofield, and he flatly 
denied the authorship of the card. Later to 
Mr. Huff and other of his friends, Mr. Scho- 
field again denied the authorship. THE CON- 
STITUTION correspondent saw Mr. Schofield at 
4 o’clock and asked him: 

“Did you write that card?” 

Mr. Schofield replied: “I do not know 
whether I wrote it or not.” 

A little later than this, George Wells and 
Duncan Smith drove up. The inquiries were 
repeated and Mr. Schotield finally admitted 
that he was the author ofa card “similar to 
that in this morning’s Telegraph,’’ and gave & 
written statement to that effect. This state- 
ment was not obtainable until a late hour to- 
night. There is mach objection tg its publica- 
tion by all parties concerned, but your reporter 
is here to give the news, and here it is:

Notwithstanding this he sent word to the 
Telegraph late in the evening to charge the 
expense of publishing ‘‘Many Citizens” card 
to him. In spite of the remarks ofa few of Mr. 
Huft’s friends during the day, charging oppo~ 
sition to Senator Brown, it is clear that the 
senator had nothing todo with it, and that is 
the general impression. The friends of Chamb- 
lin and Patterson, the other candidates, there 
being three members from Bibb, became ters 
ribly exercised at Schoficld’s candidacy, They 
charged that Huff brought him out. 

Duncan Smith, the. bon vivant whose enthuse 
siastic loyalty to Schofield caused all the 
trouble, wrote the following card, which sets 
Mr. Huff straight with his able colleagues:

The story of the building of the Atlanta 
and Florida railroad, told in another col- 
umn, is the old story of Atlanta, and the 
enterprise becomes one of the many monu- 
ments to the industry and the energy of the 
people of our city.

Atlanta anddcep water. When this is done 
Atlanta will hold the key to her industrial 
and commercial future, and she can make 
§t what she will. 4 

Our merchants have Jong enough be 
held at the mercy of the railroads, and their 
only hope-is in seeking freedom from the 
intolerable discrimination from which they, 
have suffered, and will continue to suffer, 
until they put themselves in a position to 
mot.only demand but enforce equal freight 
e@dvantages with other cities in the south. 
They have heretofore borne with unjust dis- 
¢erimination without complaint, except to 
the railroads themselves, from the fact that 
they did not care to advertise their own dis- 
advantages to their competitors. For years 
Nashville and other southern cities, by the 
favor of the railroads have, in many instan- 
ces, been enabled to outsell Georgia cities 
4n their own territory. Cincinnati and Chi- 
@azo merchants have been enabled, by the 
unjust. discrimination of the railroads, to 
deliver grain and meat at our very doers as 
cheap, if not cheaper, than the merchants 
of Atlanta. Not only has Atlanta suffered 
this, but Macon, Augusta, and other cities 
@round us have been in the same predica- 
ment, and have had to submit to whatever 
terms the railroads gave them. : 

It is time that our people throw off the 
yoke which hasso long held them subject 
to the domination and control of the rail- 
roads. ‘Tlie railroads of Georgia belong to 
the people of Georgia, and the peo- 
ple do not belong to the railroads, The 
railroads of Georgia centering in At- 
Janta owe their importance to the city 
of Atlanta; and while it is true that Atlanta 
would not have been what she is without 
her railroads, it is equally true that the rail- 
roads would not be what they are without 
Atlanta» 7 

The benefit of a direct line to the sea, 
such as the Atlanta and Florida will be, can 
be readily appreciated by our business men; 
but to enjoy the advantage which this line 
will give, it is necessary that the road 
should forever be owned and operated by 
the people of Atlanta and those along the 
line, Every dollar which has been put into 
the enterprise, has been subscribed in this 
city and along the line of the reads and itis 
f,the utmost importance that its manage- 
ment be kept in the hands of those whom it 
is expected most to benefit, and. who are 
building it for that purpose. Atlanta could 
afford to run the road’at.an actual and a 
heavy loss, if this were necessary, for 
she would still profit immensely by 
the position which it would give her to 
command fair and reasonable rates from 
other reads. 

But even as a local road the Atlanta and 
Florida will pay, and pay handsomely, and 
will not only benefit the people of Atlanta, 
but will be of incalculable service to the 
gection through which it runs. It will 
bring to this city not less than 25,000 bales 
of cotton per year which would go else- 
where were it not that the road makes At 
Janta its market. It opens up to the city one 
of the best sections of Georgia, and when 
it iscompleted to the ocean there will not 
bea better line in the south. 

From Fort Valley to the coast is com- 
paratively easy building, as the country is 
Jevel and the grading will be light.

The New York Press ts making agreat to- 
do over a statement sent out from Washing- 
ton to the eifect' that Senator Colquitt and 
Congressman Stewart had refused to deliver 
an invitation to Major McKinley to deliver 
wn address under the auspices of the Pied- 
mont Chautauqua. An invitation to Speaker 
Carlisle had been duly delivered and ac- 
e@epted, and the Press seems to be of the 
opinion that the refusal of Messre. Colguitt 
and Stewart to deliver the inyitation to 
Major McKinley is evidence that there is a 
very large sectional cat in the southern 
meal tub, It quotes, with a considerable 
flourish, the remarks attributed to Senator 
Colquitt and Congressman Stewart by the 
Washington correspondents, 


The senator is quoted as saying: “Mr. 


McKinley is a republican, and we don’t 
- “want him to preach any of his ideas to our 
peopley’ Congressman Stewart is thus re- 


ported: “We believed that it was not begt 
to invite a republican to address our people. 
He would not agree with us, and his 
presence would be sure to stir up ill feeling 
and strife. We have nothing against Mc- 
Kinley personally, but we don’t want any 
republicans in our country.” 

We doubt. very much whether these dis- 
tinguished Georgians made the remarks at-

BILL, which was 
passed by the senate over four months ago, is 
on the calendar, having beer reported upon 
favorably by the commerce committee, It is 
said that there is no doubt about the passage 
by that body. The bill commits the govern- 
ment tono expenditure, but indorses the en- 
prise by giving it official recognition as an 
American affair, Of course the building of 
this canalisa. mammoth undertaking, but its 
importance is such as to merit. every encour- 
agement to promote the work. It. may be 
that none of this day will live long enough to 
see it accomplished, but itis only a question of 
time,as to when the commercial needs of the 
world will connect the waters of the Atlantic 
and the Pacific occans either by way.of the 
Panama or the Nicaragua canal, either of 
which would take its place as one of the grand- 
est and most important pieces of the work of 
man.

a Sickening Stench.

Mr. Edward F. Kuhn, the proprietor of the 


| Empire Casino in Surfarenue, Coney isjand, says 
| he saw the sea serpent whilo he was chummuing for 
| black fish on Monday last with a companion oif the 


Jersey coast. He-savs: ; 

“On Monday morning at 5 o'clock I hired a small 
yacht, the Loretta; from Jake Van Wurt, of Graves- 
end bay, and, aceompanied by Frank Gay, the 
tenor at George Zipp’s Casino, made sail for the 
black fish grounds off Seabright. We got there 
avout 7 o'clock, anchored, and had good sport fora 
couple of hours. The weather was free from hage; 
and the water very catm and clear. At 
about § o'clock I had kauled up thirty- 
three and Gay twenty-nine fish, I was just 
saying that, we were having » bully time 
when the fish s opped biting and for half an hour 
or more we didn’t gét' as much as a nibble. I 
thought this queer; because when you are black- 
fishing, as a rule; if you begim the day well fyou are 
safe for sport until dark, Allatonce I saw some- 
thing which looked like a monstrous fish float by. 
For’a littie time £ thought that the thing must be 
a bigshark, butasitswam onandonand we saw 
foot after foot of;it still passing right side of us, we 
felt we were looking at some mighty queer thing. 
When it had goné Isaid: ‘How’s that, Gay? ‘l’m 
hanged ifI know,’ says he. Then we drank a 
couple of bottles of beer. and talked it. over. After 
a {ime we got ourselves to believe that what we had 
seen was nothing but a long piece.of seaweed fioat- 
Ing with the tide. 

“A short time after this the fish began to. bite 
again and we partly forgot the matter, for we were 
too busy to. think. Jtwas 2:450’clock—I know this, 
for I’d just pulled out my watch to see 
the time—when the fish once more quit 
biting as suddenly asthey did earlier in the day. 
We changed our tackle and our bait, but all to no 
purpose, for We couldn’t get a twitch. [ lita cigar 
and so did*Frank, and we lay back and made our- 
selves comfortable, All atonce Gay jumps to his 
feet-and shouts-out: 

“My God! What’s that?” 

“T looked the way he was pointing; and saw 4a 
sight such as I never saw before, and don’t want to 
again.ina hurry. About fifty féet away, between 
us and the Long Island shore, was a long-looking 
thing, seemed to me like a big string of lager beer 
kegs, strung together lengthwise. But it was mov; 
ing and coming Toward our boat at a. pretty lively 
rate. It wriggled along exactly like a snake does, 
‘ouly instead of working itself throtgh the water 
with asideway motion, it went up and down. like, 
It.seemed to us that.it.must:run right into our boat 

“Well, I don’t. know that I was. ever so much 
scared in all my life, and I guess Gay wasn’t much 
better fixed, Without. knowing what I did I gave 
@ yell. lixe all the Indians: at Buffalo, Bill’sshow 
shouting. tegether. Whether the thing that was 
now close to us heard us or whetherit had-seen the 
boat, [don’t know, but. anyhow it: stopped, and 
slowly raisedits head out of the water. 

“It’s the sea-serpent,” says. Gay, and he flopped 
down: upon:the bow seat balf fhinting. As I said 
before; the serpent lifted up its. head and we gota 
good idea of whatils actual size and look was, Its 
head, which was shaped like a snake’s, or rather 
aneel's, must have been a good four fret long, and 
it showed abdéut nine or ten. feetof neck. Behind 
the corner of the mouth were some things ofa 
purplish color that kept puffing in and cnt like 
the gills ofa fish. Its eyes were long and'snakey- 
looking, andofa kind of dutl yellow. Its head 
was black, and'the upper part of the neck a dark, 
dirty brown. Under the jaw and neck the gen- 
eral color of the thing was a muddy gray.

I was sick at my 
stomach just after the thing dived, and I think the 
smell made me so.” 

Mr, Kuhn says he wns in bed all Tmesday and was 
compelled to callin medical attendance, The doc- 
tor who responded thinks the patient may have 
been suffering from shock produced by fright, Mr. 
Gay, who was also found at the Empire Casino, con- 
firmed Mr, Kuhn’s story.

Great Day at Newnan--Very 
Large Crowd. 


BEST BARBECUE ON RECORD. 


Fifteen Thousand People on the 
Grounds and the City Full. 


Yesterday Newnan excelled the record on 
handling a crowd. It was admirably managed, 
and everybody was pleased. _ 

The grand reunion of the First. Georgia, 
Seventh Georgia.and Twelfth Georgia battal- 
lions and the Coweta Veterans’ association 
took place according to appointment, and there 
were not less than twenty thousand people in 
and around Newnan. 

The day before, the peoplo from adjoining 
counties began to- assemble, Some stepped 
with friends, others at hotels and boarding 
houses, while many camped out near the park 
_ where the reunion was to take place. General 
Longstreet and General Tige Anderson arrived 
on Friday, and were tendered a reception by 
their many: friends. 

The early trains that reached Newnan yes- 
terday were filled to overflowing, Two heavy 
laden trains went out of Atlanta; one came up 
from West Point; another from Griffin: an- 
other from Carrollton, and all. loaded with cit- 
izens from all along these lines. Every road 
coming from the surrounding country hada 
steady stream of vehicles passing in until late 
in the day. 

At Pear! Park. | 

Pearl park, the place selected for the barbe- 
cue and the ceremonies attending the reunion, 
is a beautiful spot, about two miles from New- 
nan. Inthe park is an artificial lake, that is 
fed from several very large springs of the 
purest water. The lake was filled with boats, 
The springs above the lake had been properly 
bored and guarded so as to keep the water clear 
and pure during the day. Just beyond the 
springs, an immense area had been laid out for 
the barbecue pit, and had becn. properly fenced 
off with wire fencing so a3 to keep the crowd 
from the tables until the dinner was an- 
nounced. 

PREPARING THE FEAST. 

At two o’clock on Friday the process of bar- 
beaning began. To make good barbecue the 
meat must be cooked very slowly. 
thing done was to get the pits well heated; 
then the extra coals were removed and the 
carcasses were put on. | 

Over two hundred. and seventy-five beeves, 
sheep and pigs were ready for the pits. By 
daylight the next morning they were cooked to 
aturn. During‘the process éach piece of meat 
was propérly basted with seasoning, composed 
of butter, pepper, salt and catsup, with plenty 
of vinegar. <All this was separately managed, 
and the vast crowd ceuld only get the smell af 
tlle dainty meat as the fumes from the barbe- 
cue would be wafted with the breeze over the 
crowds. 

THE GRAND STAND. 

A grand stand has been provided above the 
springs, tothe right of the grounds set apart 
for the tables, and in front of the grand stand 
were long rows of seats running in parallel 
the stand up the hill. The grand stand was 
ornamented with old battle tlags, the most con- 
spicuous ones being the old fag of Seventh 
Georgia regiment, that has been in possession 
of General Tige Anderson since the war, and 
thea flag of the Quitman Guards, that has 
been in possession of Sergeant A. Il. Snead 
since the war. A large engraving of President 
Jefferson Davis was hungon the right and one 
of the gallant. Stonewall Jackson on the left. 

Promptly at nine o'clock a 

PROCESSION WAS FORMED 

at Newnan in front of the Virginia hotel, pre- 
ceded by a band wagon and carriages with 
General Longstreet, General Andexson, 2Gen- 
eral P. M. B. Young, Dr. A, C. Worth, Major 
W: A. Turner, General Clement A. Evans, 
Colonel McIntosh Kell and Captain E. P. 
The citizens followed in carriages 
and buggies. 

The excursion trains a]l stopped at the park, 
and by ten o’clock the immense crowd assem- 
bled and was called to order by the president, 
Charles W. Wells, che of the survivors of the 
7th Georgia regiment. He stated in an im- 
pressive manner the gratitude of the veterans 
to the people for the wreparations that. had 
been mado and his satisfaction at. seeing so 
many of the old veterans from all parts of the 
state present, and then called on General 
Clement A. Evans to lead-in prayer. 

General Evans stepped forward, and the 
audience was still and quiet while he deliy- 
ered his prayer. 

THE SPEECHES. 

Major W. H. Turner, who had been selected 

to 

WELCOME THE VISITORS, 
was called out by President Wells, and he re- 
sponded in an eloquent and feeling address of 
welcome that reached the hearts of the old 
soldiers, and met with great favor from the 
vast audience. 

President Wells called on Captain E. P. 
Howell, who had been selected to respond in 
behalf of the soldiers. 

Miss Mamie North then read. awell pre- 
pared essay, and after its conclusion was pre- 
sented with an elegant badge, from the old 
soldiers, by Miss Berry, of Atlanta,

when General Anderson, General Longstreet, 
General Evans and General Young were re-

THE REPUBLICANS. 

The republicans in this county have re- 
cently organized a league, andit is barely pos- 
sible that they will want to send somebedy to 
the legislature. There is no immediate dan- 
ger of the success of a scheme of this kind. 
It is doubtful if the republicans could elect a 
single candidate to the legislature, even should 
the bridles be pulled off and all the candidates 
should make the race, irrespective of a nom- 
ination. Still they may decide to offer up a 
few candidates for sacrifice. 

It was vaguely rumored yesterday that the 
republicans think of running Mr. George 
Thomas against Judge Stewart for congress. 
This report could not be traced to any reliable 
source, If Colonel Thomas should be in- 
veigled into this rash conflict it would be dol- 
lars to cents that he would be led like a little 
lamb to the slaughter.

A Spicy Telegram From Colo- 
nel Adolph Brandt. 


INTERVIEW WITH C.C. NELSON 


He Introduces Mr. Haas to the 
Chief of Police. 


It will be remembered with various degrees 
of interest by the readers of Tue CONSTITU- 
TION, that C. C. Nelson, proprietor of the 
North Side savings bank, left the city between 
two days. 

Of the incidents connectéd with his flight, 
and the developments that followed in regard 
to his swindling operations, just prior to his 
departure, the public has also been kept well 
informed. As soon as his rascality came to 
light, the officers of the swindled banks and 
others interested put the, case in the hands of 
the police, and from that day until the time of 
his location in Canada, Nelson was looked for 
all over the country. 

To use his own words, he could not have 


hoped to evade being spotted by the officers on 


account of his peculiar and exceptional 
physique, and the description sent all over the 
United States and Canada, made it but a mat- 
ter of time until he should be caught. 

That time has come. Nelson has been cap- 
tured, and the developmerits in this sensa- 
tional case have been anxiously awaited by 
hundreds of Atlanta people who freely express 
the wish that he may be extradited, and made 
to pay the penalty of his crimes. 

If Nelson is not extradited, if the present 
farcical treaty shall enable him to enjoy the 
fruits of his swindling career in Atlanta, the 
fear of the law and its certain course, should 
he.return to the United States, may have the 
eflect of making him a permanent resident of 
the land called. Canada. If this is the result, 
it may perhaps be considered a cheap riddance 
after all. 

Itis known that Mr. Haas, cashier of the 
Capital City bank, and Mr, Adolph Brandt, 
his attorney, started for Canada some days ago 
on information that Nelson had beem located 
by the officers at Trenton. The story of their 
trip and meeting with Nelson, as telegraphed 
to THE *ConsTituTIon by Colenel Adolph 
Brandt last night, will prove interesting read- 
ing. Mr. Brandt wires as follows: 

TRENTON, Ontario, July 21.—{Special te 
THE CoONSTITUTION.|—We had no trouble 
whatever on.our journey, and came through to 
‘this point (Trenton) without delay. When 
we arrived at Trenton we learned that Nelson 
had been arrested ata town. called Campbell- 
ford, a small place on a branch of the Grand 
Trunk road, running from North Hastings to 
Peterborough. He was bronght to Trenton 
which is the county seat of the county in 
which he was arrested. 

Mr. Haas and myself called on Nelson and I 
recognized him at once, though he had made 
several attempts to disguise himself. He had 
shaved off his beard, which changed his ap- 
pearance considerably. 

He met us very pleasantly and acknowledged 
that his name was Nglson and that there was 
no use of denyingit. He introduced Mr. Haas 
to chief of the police, stating that he was the 
cashier of the Captital City bank; saying that 
he was a good man and very accomodating. 

We had a warrant taken out. charging Nel- 
son with bringing money and property ob- 
tained by fraud into Canada, andthe magis- 
trate remanded him until the 27th instant, to 
allow time tosecure evidence in support of 
the eharge. Nelson becamevery defiant when 
we talked about haviny him extradited and 
said he knew it could not be done. 

He said that he was sorry for what he had 
done, and would give all he had in the world 
if he could undo it. He said that when he 
left Atlanta on Satarday night he must have 
been crazy. About the time he reached Car- 
tersville, Ga., he says he was almost on the 
point of turning back, and would have done so, 
but when he thought of his ruined credit he 
became desperate and continued on toward 
Canada. His knowledge of the fact that the 
drafts he had given on New Yok 
would not be honored, fereed him. 

When we asked him what he had done with 
hismoney and jewelry he would not talk much, 
but admitted that he had money buried. He 
did not tel] us where it was and of course we 
hardly expected that he would. 

He had totake the alternative ofcontinuing 
his flight to Canada or of going to prison, and 
he chose Canada, ! 

When lasked him if hohad kept himself 
posted as to what was going on_ in Atlanta 
since he left he said he had read Tur Constt- 
TUTION. regularly,and was surprised at the 
amount of information that had been secured 
as tothe manner in which he left Atlanta, 
and said the accounts were accurate except in 
one or two unimportant instances. 

He was very indignant when the report of 
his having committed bigamy by marrying m 
Atlanta was mentioned. He says he has no 
other wife than the one he abandoned in At- 
lanta. He did not say whether his former 
wife was dead or had been divorced. 

He was born near here and has many friends 
and relatives. He says he considers this more 
his home than any other place in-which he has 
lived. 

Nelson is looking well and has gained con- 
siderably in flesh since leaving Atlanta.

This hope 
was inspired by the fact thathe wasin ill 
health and had grown morbidly fearful about 
his condition. She has borne up well under

A TOTAL ECLIPSE. 


The Moon in a Shadow Tonight Between 
ine and Ten. 

There will be a total eclipse of the moon to- 
night, beginning about 9:50, 

It will be visible to the whole western continent, 
and to the western parts ef Europe and Africa. 

At about 9:50 the moon*begins to enter the pe- 
numbra, and for several minutes the disc is sliding 
yradually into the shadow. After the disc is en- 
firely in the penumbra, the moon travels forsome 
time before reaching the umbra, starting in about 
10:50; The total eclipse begins about 11:50, and 
the middie of the eclipse is reached about 12:40. 
The total eclipse ends about 1:30, and the disc 


‘leaves the penumbra about 8:28 ia the morning. 


At no time during the eclipse is the dise really 
lost in the shadows so as to be invisible. The moon 
shines at all times by the sun’s light reflected from 
its dried up ocean beds and voleano dotted main- 
lands. The earth will be directly between the 
moon and its source of light tenight, and but for 
the refracting power of the earth’s atmosphere it 
would be as black as the sbadows around it. In 
the umbra, the darkest part of the journey, the 
moon’s dise isa copper colored circle and easily 
discernable. 

It isn’t-an easy matter to locate the sun at mid- 
night, but it can be done exactly tonight by imag; 
ining a line drawn from the moon through the 
at your feet and then prolonged for 
60,000,000 miles in a straight line beyond the earth. 

That’s where the sun is, ; 
mTo be more practical about it, there will be a very 
interesting total cclipse beginning a few minutes 
before midnight, and at the same time that Atlanta 
people are looking through the windows at a copper 
colored moon, the little Esquimaux will be looking, 
and the Patigonians, too, while over in Europe even 
the wise men will observe and calculate.

Ife demoustrated that it was possible to be 
a leader among the boys and still bea stickler for 
the truth and the right. 

He avoided the so-called small viees which 
are so fraught with  dangerons temptations 
and consequences..

But the most pleasant thing to contenageste in 
Tom was his Christian eharacter: With all his other 
rettings, he nezlected not the “‘pearl of great price.” 
And it was tiat that stood him in greatest stead in 
the hour of his death. ‘On Christ, the solid rock,’’ 
he stood, and thegrave for him was robbed of its 
sting. Though the griefof his parentsover the 
loss of such a sonis almost inconsclibie, yet they 
must rejoice that bis lite, to the highest purposes, 
was soeminently successful, in that he ‘‘fought the 
good fight’ so wel,andwon a crownof glory. 
Their careful training, trialsand prayers were not 
in vain when so glorious a result was consummated, 
Peace to his ashes.

| And Has Decided Views About 
Inventors. 


HE GETS PAID FOR LISTENING 


To the Vagaries of Men Whoare 
Going to Change the World. 


“You see,” persisted a rather seedy looking 
man in faded black, ‘‘it’s the biggest thing out. 
There’s money init. Its bound togo. Now, 
just look here a minute.” 

The model maker quietly dropped his lathe 
work, glanced at his watch and settled him- 
self for a talk with the seedy man. He didn’t 
seem to be bored at all, and turned to the in- 
ventor—for the seedy man was an inveutor— 
with an air of self-possession that the circum- 
stances made remarkable. 

‘“‘Now look,” repeated the inventor, “‘you 
see this here catch comes around that-a-way, 
see: then the sharp partis folded along the 
handle, the prongs drop down and you've got 
atake. You see how that works, don’t you? 
Now, with this slot you can revolve the prongs 
till they are in aline with the handle and 
you’ve got aspade. Now revolve back, loose 
the catch, clamp this other catch like that, 
and you've got a hoe, I’m thinking about 
putting on another catch, you see, and have a 
scouring mop, too. Combination rake, hoe, 
spade and mop.

The inventor talked as only an inventor can 
of million dollar contracts, and headquarters, 
and agents, and sub-agents, and the division 
of this glorious country into provinces and dis- 
tricts and sections. He shoved his worn straw 
hat on the back of his head, threw wide open 
his coat and vest, and strode back and forth in 
giorious forgetfulness of things past and 
present. 

“Yes, sir. There’s money init. There's 
money in it. Say, do you s’pose I'd find Morris 
at home?” 

“TI don’t know, really,’’ said the model 
inaker, calmly; ‘the may, and then again—*’ 

“T b’leve U’li try. Good day.”’ 

‘Good day, sir.” 

As the inventor started out through the 
doorway the model maker glanced at his watch 
again, took out his little time book and made 
an entry. 

“What did you write’’’ asked the reporter. 
“Do you make a note of it every time a

“Do you handle many patents?’ 

“Quite anumber. Ihave two for perpetual 
motion now. Of course it makes no 
difference how foclish the advice may 
be. I charge as much for working on a per- 
petual motion model as for working on any 
thing else.’’ é 
' “Whatis rule No. 

“Never agree to make a model work. I 
never agrce to finish a mode]. I have seen so 
many people fooled on patents that I distrust 
them all, and no matter how plausible a 
scheme may be, don’t agree to make the model 
work.’’ 

“When they bring a patent to you do they 
ever ask you for an opinion?” 

“Well, not many. They usually have opin- 
ions of their own and don’t care what cther 
people think. Occasionally they do.” 

‘What then ?’’ 

“Well, if they ask me for an opinion before 
I undertake to dothe job, I tell him simply 
that itis amatter of business and I will give 
my opinion forso many dollars and cents. If 
he pays me, I look at the thing and give him 
my honest opinion. But if he waits until after 
1 begin on the model, my opinion is not for sale. 
I simply refuse tosay anything. I am hired 
to work and not totalk. It don’t pay to mix

But he had some differences with the 
management.and withdrew from the connec- 
tion. Ina letter which he wrote here two or 
three days ago, asking the privilege of coming 
back, Stith expressed himself -in this way to 
his white friend: 

‘You Know I never had anything to do with 
that ring and haven’t been about them since 
they have been here.”’ 7 

He refers to County Judge Lewis, County 
Clerk Ferguson, Editor Fleming and the oth- 


ers as the ‘‘ring,’’ and meant to say that since | 


the banishment he had kept aloof from them 
in Memphis. This letter was produced after 
Stith’s arrest today, and it was a big point in 
his favor. His previous character was also 
taken into consideration. 

It was well for Lewis that he did not come, 
for there would have been little hesitation in 
his case. Stith spent the afternoon in jail, not 
knowing what was to become of him. While 
the leading white citizens were considering 
the situation, Stith’s wife, for whose sake he 
had taken the dangerous step, sat inthe door 
of the jail crying. They were but recently 
married in Nashville... She is a teacher in one 
of the Crittenden county schools. Some of the 
younger white men were for taking prompt 
action in Stith’s case. There were thoze in 
favor,of hanging him. The older men protested 
against this,and insisted that the law be allowed 
to take its course. An explanation of the 
grounds on which Stith had been arrested 
helped to allay the sentiment that favored 
lynching. The papers in his case showed that 
one of the indictments returned last night was 
against him.
